& VERYTHING seems to go by contraries 
We are shown felt hats 


and furry trifles in the hottest September days, and in bleak 


January, when the thermometer goes way down out 
of sight we are regaled with shop windows full of 
the sheerest organdies and lawns. But as all the 
most beautiful novelties are displayed at this season 
we have to take ‘‘ time by the forelock"’ and make 
our spring and summer purchases despite the snow 
and ice. 

Next summer is to be what the manufacturers 
describe as a great *‘ wash goods” season, All the 
old favorites, ginghams, organdies, dotted swisses, 
etc., make their appearance in new coilorings and de- 
signs and there are also shown a crowd of attractive 
novelties that are sure to win popular favor.

: VERY housewife ought to know that common baking soda 
(bicarbonate of soda) is the best and safest of all remedies 
for burns and scalds. It may be put on either dry or wet and 
when applied promptly the relief is instantaneous 
Mustard is another valuable remedy. ‘Two or three tea- 
spoonfuls of ground mustard stirred into half a pint of water is 
the safest and surest emetic and is pleasanter to take and milder 
than salt and water. Equal parts of ground mustard (use less 
mustard if the skin is tender), and linseed meal made into a 
paste with hot water, and allowed to simmer for a few moments 
on the stove (so that it may thoroughly retain the heat) and spread 
on a piece of muslin with another piece laid over it, forms the 
best sort of a mustard plaster. For all internal pains and con- 
gestions there is no remedy of such general utility. It acts asa 
counter-irritant by drawing the blood to the surface; hence in 
severe cases of croup a small mustard plaster should be applied 
to the back of the child’s neck The same treatment will re- 
lieve almost any case of headache A mustard plaster should 
be moved about over the spot to be acted upon, for if left in one 
place it is liable to blister

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Becoming Colors for Blondes and Brunettes. 





SHERE are two distinct types of 
complexion called respectively 
blondes and brunettes. A true example 
of the former type should be light haired 
with fair skin, while the latter has black 
tresses and an olive tinted complexion. 
But comparatively few women are abso- 
lutely true to either 
type. Many fair women 
are seen with dark eyes 
and hair of quite a dis- 
tinct shade of brown, 
while dark skinned peo- 
ple sometimes have blue 
eyes and light brown hair. Generally speaking 
however, the type to which a woman belongs is 
determined by the skin and the color of the 
hair; thus if you have light brown hair and a 
white skin you are a blonde, regardless of the 
shade of your eyes. 

If the majority of people understood the 
proper selection of colors their appearance 
would certainly be greatly improved. Good 
looks would be made more effective and the lack 
of personal advantages deftly concealed. 

The following rules for becoming shades 
for different complexions can be studied with 
great advantage. Of course there are excep- 
tions to all rules and one must study color 
effects carefully and adapt and modify to suit 
one’s own personality. 

It seems almost an to declare that 
what is best suited to a blonde is most unbe- 
coming to a brunette, yet some women certainly 
seem not to comprehend this and think they 
can wear anything. ‘The fair-haired need cer- 
tain colors to give effect to their natural charms, 
and the same rule is also applicable to dark 
people. The shades that suit blondes are pe- 
tunia, most of the paler shades of lavender, 
lilac, silver gray, and turquoise blue, and those 
with very ruddy, fresh complexions find their 
natural beauty intensified by the adoption of 
rich, full shades of porcelain blue, violet, pale 
shades of fawn, castor, and medium gray inter- 
mingled with apple green, bright geranium, or 
full rose pink ; while delicate complexions are 
improved by adoptifig light art shades, such as 
stone drabs, pale grays, turquoise, pale pink, 
primrose, delicate orchid tints, and black trim- 
med with rose pink or turquoise blue. Black, 
ivory white, cream, flame color, old gold, and 
wine shades are all suitable, and improve the 
appearance of brunettes, and an olive skin is 
made more attractive by mixtures of poppy red 
and black or brown and gold. It is a good rule 
to remember that all delicate shades harmonize 
with fair skins, and a dark skin is improved 
and made more attractive-looking by the adop- 
tints.

An Emergency Box. 





VERY mother should have a box, kept 
in a safe and easily accessible place, 
containing some of the things likely to be 
needed in common emergencies, such as 
pieces of soft old linen and cotton, rolls of 
bandage from half an inch to an inch and 
a half wide (these may be made from a worn 
linen sheet), adhesive plaster for cuts, a wide 
mouthed bottle filled with bicarbonate of 
soda—common baking soda—for burns, a 
bottle of witch-hazel for bruises, a roll of ab- 
sorbent cotton for use in covering the chest 
when there is a cold there, pieces of flannel 
to wrap round rheumatic joints, and last but 
not least, a hot water bag. ‘To these she 
may aad, if she likes to do so, such remedies 
as the state of her children’s health makes it 
likely they may require at a moments notice, 
to wit, ner fovorite croup mixture, tooth- 
ach tincture, camphorated oil for the wee 
bairn who gets ‘‘husky”’ at nights, and so on. 
She should keep her medicines in a locked 
box inside the other, and give one key to a 
trusted maid, keeping the other herself, and 
being sure not to mislay it at the very time 
it is wanted, 


Nursery Notes. 





SCALDs and burns are more fatal in child- 
ren than in adults, ‘The blisters arising trom 
them should never be cut. 

Every part of a child’s body should be 
warmly clad except the head ; to keep the 
head too warm increases the tendency to brain 
disease, so very common among children 
nowadays. 

Next, after warmth, children need free- 
dom—freedom for movement in all limbs. 
They want to exercise their muscles even 
more than their brains, and they never will be 
quiet, or staid unless they are ill. Do not 
Startle a child ; many nervous diseases can 
be traced to a sudden noise or alarming ob- 
ject frightening and startling the infant. 

Don’t allow a child to sleep with an elder 
person ; its rest will be less disturbed and 
more beneficial alone.

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Hot Drinks for Cold Weather. 


POPULAR IN DIFFERENT COUNTRIES, 


AN ENGLISH CHRISTMAS DRINK.—Meth- 
od: Peel six oranges thinly, and put the 
peel in a pint and a half of thin syrup, made 
with sugar and water; soak for two hours. 
Meantime squeeze and strain the juice of the 
oranges into a jug, and add the juice of three 
lemons ; Strain the syrup, mix it with the 
juice, and add a pint of boiling water and 
sugar to taste, also a glass of brandy. A 
wineglassful of this mixture in half a pint of 
boiling milk makes an excellent hot drink, 
and a well-beaten egg may also be added if 
something more nourishing be required. 


CHILDREN’S DELIGHT.—Method: Make 
a syrup with two quarts of water and two 
pounds of sugar. While it is boiling wash 
and dry six lemons, six Seville oranges, and 
twelve mandarin oranges; cut both oranges 
and lemons into slices, remove the pits, and 
lay them in the syrup, and let it boil slowly 
fortwo hours; it will then have become 
quite thick, Strain while hot through a jelly 
bag, and add a quart of fresh milk and a 
bottle of good brown sherry. Boil again for 
ten minutes, and serve when slightly cooled. 
Chis is refreshing, invigorating, and deli. 
cious, 


MULLED WINE.—Method: Put a gill of 
water in an enamelled saucepan with half an 
ounce of powdered cinnamon, three cloves, 
and three ounces of sugar ; boil to a syrup. 
Add a pint of claret and the thinly-cut rind 
of half a lemon, boil up, and serve hot. 


PosseTT.—Method: Boil a pint of milk, 
and when boiling add two table-spoonfuls of 
molasses; boil up again, strain, and serve 
very hot. 

Hor GINGER BEER.—Method: Beat up 
the yolk of an egg witha gill of beer; add 
half a teaspoonful of ground ginger and two 
ounces of sugar. Boil half a pint of beer, 
stir in the egg, etc., off the fire, and stir 
constantly for a minute or two. Serve hot, 


WAssAIL BowL.—Method: Pour a pint 
of beer into an enamelled saucepan; add a 
dessert-spoonful of grated ginger, half anut- 
meg (also grated), a pinch of cinnamon, and 
half a pound of brown sugar. When it boils 
stir in another quart of beer, half a bottle of 
raisin wine, and alump of sugar which has 
been rubbed on the rind of a lemon to absorb 
the flavor. Make all hot but not boiling, and 
pour into a bowl over three roasted apples 
and some slices of lemon from which the pith 
has been removed, Serve hot. 


BLACKBERRY COLD CuRE.—Method: Put 
a dessert-spoonful of blackberry syrup or 
jelly ina glassand fill up with hot water. 
Currant jelly or syrup also makes a good 
drink prepared in the same way. 


GERMAN BEER FoAM.—Method: Allow 
half a pint of beer for each person, a fresh 
egg, two lumps of sugar, and lemon juice or 
cinnamon for flavoring, according to taste. 
Beat the egg, add the beer and sugar, etc., 
beat over the fire till hot but not boiling, 
and beat for a minute after removing the beer 
from the fire. Serve in glasses. 


ScHLEMP (A Dutch Winter Drink.)— 
Required: A gill of green tea, a table- 
spoonful of barley, a pinch of saffron six 
cloves, nutmeg, cinnamon, and four eggs. 

Method.—Put the tea, barley, etc., in a 
jug with half a pint of boiling water. Let 
itstand foran hour. Boila quart of new 


milk, strain the tea into it, beat in the yolks 
of four eggs and half a.glass of rum. Serve 
hot in cups.

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How to Wash Dishes. 


‘* WHAT asubject fora magazine 
article!" you say. ‘' Anybody can 
| wash dishes.” But, wait a moment, 
can they? Does table ware always | 
make its appearance on the family | 
board in a spotless and shining con- 
ldition, or is it frequently brought 
on looking dull and clouded, and, 
worse yet, in the case of china, 
occasionally sticking to the plate o1 
saucer directly beneath it ? 

Ihe articles required for a dish- 
washing equipment are a clean sink, 
plenty of hot water, soap, a ‘dish 
drainer and plenty of room for 
handling the work, dishcloths and 
mops, a cake of sapolio, a bottle of 
ammonia, a knife cleaner and plenty 
of clean dry towels. the suds 
should not be made too strong, and 
should be as hot as can be comfort- 
ably borne by the hands, No sur 
plus soap should be left in the water; 
and when the dishes have been plac- 
ed in the suds they should be im- 
mediately washed out, rinsed and 
wiped, Leaving them in the soapy 
water has a tendency to injure the 
glaze. Before commencing opera 
tions see that the cups and glasses 
are emptied of any surplus fluids, 
and that other dishes are well scrap 
ed. ‘lhe place for all such refuse 
is in the waste barrel, and not in 
the dish water. Wash the dishes of 
one kind togeth er. 

Begin with the g 
rinse and wipe it on ckly, following 


assware ; wash, 


it with the finer china. By this 
time it is likely that the suds will be 
too cool for efficient service T he 


better way, in that case, is to empty 
it out, making a new lot; but if 
there is a scarcity of hot water, and 
the suds have not been too much 
soiled, it may be brought to the 
right temperature by adding more 
hot water and a littlesoap, ‘Take 
the silver next, and after washing 
place it upon the drainer, rinsing it 
by pouring hot water upon it from 
a pitcher, The same process may 
be pursued in regard to other dishes, 
and is avery excellent method of 
rinsing ; but with fine china care is 
to be taken that the water is not too 
hot, or else the dishes may be 
cracked. ‘Too much emphasis can 
scarcely be put on the necessity for 
ample space, 

Carrying on the system thus fat 
indicated, the remainder of e task 
will be found comparatively easy. 
One class of dishes at a time is to 
be taken, deftly washed and passed 
on, the suds being changed or rein-

When chilblains have made their appear- 
ance, relief may be obtained by bathing them 
in a strong solution of alum, say an ounce to 
a pint of water. If not broken, a paste made 
with flour of mustard and fresh lard may 
rubbed in, a pair of old gloves or socks be- 
ing used for sleeping in. A good liniment, 
which can be recommended, is made by mix- 
ing equal parts of spirits of camphor and 
laudanum. 

Neuralgia, tic, and toothache, often make 
their appearance in winter. They may be 
caused by defective teeth in the first instance, 
exposure to a cold wind and damp making 
pain apparent. In this case it is necessary 
to consult a good dentist. ‘Temporary relief 
can often be obtained by hot fomentations, 
ora little camphorated chloroform may be 
rubbed along the gum to ease the toothache. 

Neuralgic toothache may be checked by a 
few doses of quinine. It is usually due 
primarily to a person having “‘ run down” in 
health. Exposure to cold or damp, or an 
attack of indigestion, will often bring on a 


neuralgic attack. ‘Those who are liable to 
the complaint must live regularly on good, 
plain and nourishing food, and take daily 


exercise in the open air. Milk and cocoa or 
chocolate should be taken in preference to tea 
and coffee. Good sleep must be secured at 
night, and worry of all kinds must be 
ed, all tendency to depression being guarded 
against. 

Cod-liver oil should be taken three times a 
day after meals, and an occasional tonic will 
do good if taken for about a fortnight. A 
safe tonic to use is citrate of iron and qui- 
nine ; two to five grains three times a day 
in water, according to age. If the sufferer 
can bear a cold sponge bath every morning 
it will brace the nerves, and if a handful of 
sea salt be added to the bath additional good 
will be obtained. 

An influenza cold may be rendered less 
severe if it be treated when the first feelings 
of chilliness show themselves. Put the feet 
in a bath of hot water to which a handful of 
mustard has been added, and follow this up 
by taking a hot drink on getting into bed. 
This will induce perspiration and sleep. If 
possible, avoid going out of doors next day ; 
where it is impossible to stay at home an ex- 
tra garment should be worn, and precaution 
taken against exposure to cold winds. 

For a cough, a cup of hot water, sweetened 
with sugar and a little glycerine, to which 
may be added a few drops of paregoric, will 
give relief. Linseed tea, sweetened with 
sugar candy and flavored with lemon juice 
and rind, is a cheap remedy for a sore chest 
and hoarseness. Some Spanish liquorice 
may be boiled with the linseed, Borax loz- 
enges will relieve hoarseness, and if the chest 
be painful a mustard leaf should be applied. 
A mild aperient does good at the commence- 
ment of a coki;: and, when the sufferer is 
free from the ailment, a such 
drops may be partaken of with beneficial re- 
sults. 

Sore throats may be cured by using a gar- 
gle, such as a teaspoonful of alum dissolved 
in a cupful of water, five or six times a day.

few practical suggestions relative t 


their care cannot fail to be of interest to the} 


majority of our readers. 

In the first place always buy good bird 
seed ; cheap, dusty seed will spoil a good 
song bird. Thus you do not gain but lose 
in the long run. 

The best food for a singing canary is three | 
parts canary seed and one part rape seed, | 
while occasionally a little millet may be given | 
with a few grains of hemp. 

Clear, fresh drinking water and a daily 
bath are a necessity, as also fresh green food 
Large quantities of green food are detriment- 
al, and only a small piece should be given | 
a bit of watercress, or chickweed,

Useful Recipes. 

FRIED CANNED SALMON.—Separate the 
nieces of fish after having carefully removed 
it from the can, salt them slightly and roll 
in fine breadcumbs ; then add another sprink- 
ling of salt, and drop them into the frying 
pan which should be half full of boiling but, 
ter and lard—equal quantities of each—and 
fry them until they are of a delicate brown. 
Then lift them carefully out, drain for an in- 
Stant, lay onto a hotdish and ornament with 
sprigs of parsley. 

SALMON CROQUETTES may also be made 

from canned salmon. Carefully lift out the 
fish (having first of all made certain that the 
wan was well curved inwards at each end— 
always a necessary precaution—otherwise 
gases have been at work, rendering the con- 
tents not good), drain off the liquid and 
chop the fish, melt a piece of butter and 
work it in with the salmon, and if necessary 
add a little of the liquid; then add one and 
a half cupsfuls of breadcrumbs, adding salt, 
pepper, capende, and nutmeg to taste, and 
a little juice of lemon ; break one egg into 
this to bind it all together; then separate 
equal sized pieces and form them into rolls, 
and fry quickly in hot pan and serve at once, 
garnished with fresh parsley. 
MARYLAND STEAKS.—Chop up one pound 
of tender beef, add nearly one cupful of rich 
milk—or cream if possible—pepper and salt 
totaste. Mix these ingredients thoroughly 
together, and divide into seven or eight 
cakes, roll well in flour, moulding them with 
the hands till they are quite covered, and a 
good shape. Then set on one side while 
you drop a piece of butter about the size of 
an egg into the already hot frying pan ; when 
this has reached boiling point drop the cakes 
into it, and fry them until they are a nice 
brown. This ought to take about ten minu- 
tes, and they must be turned frequently ; 
then remove them from the pan and make a 
brown gravy by adding one heaped-up tea- 
spoonful of flour to the frying butter, pepper 
and salt to taste, and finally add three-quart- 
ersofa cupful of boiling water, carefully 
stirring all the time to prevent the flodtlump- 
ing ; let this all boil for a couple of minutes, 
then pour it over the cake and serve with 
garnishing of watercress or parsley.

Put bone casings on very 
full, and if bones are used they should be 
soaked tomake them pliable enough to bear 
the needle. Both sleeves and skirts can be 
lengthened or shortened at the bottom. Put 
the inner seam of the sleeve to the notch in 
the arm hole. Do not forget to allow all 
seams for making. In cutting always 
double the material. Place both right sides 
together, Care should be taken to have the 
material run the same way. Cloth should 
be cut with the nap running down, velvet up.
